OF ALASKAN CONTROL 


Eight Government De- 
partments Now H.ave 
Overlapping Parts in 
Alaska Administration.

Washington, February 19.—A con- 

certed and powerful effort to eo-ordi- 
nate undef one head the divers agen- 
cies administering Alaskan affairs is 
now progressing in and ont of con- 
gress, 

Upon the result of this effort will 
probably depend whether Albert B. Fall 
remains in the cabinet as secretary 
of the interior. Intimate friends of 
the secretary frankly declare that he 
is impatient of the “red. tape,” innu- 
merable delays and ther obstacles in 
the development of Alaska, growing 
out of the fact that there are now 
eight different departments of the gov- 
ernment much of whose work overlaps 
or conflicts, having a hand in the ad- 
ministration of Alaskan affairs. 

Fall's pet project has been opening 
the unlimited resources of Alaska. 
He believes that the law should be 
“liberalized” to permit of big business 
interests taking hold in the develop- 
ment of the Alaskan territory. But 
during his first year of office, Fall 


‘has failed to effect the co-ordination 


of administration he sought. Like 
the late Franklin K. Lane, his pre- 
decessor in the interior department, 
Fall is now becoming impatient. His 
outspokeness on the subject gave rise 
recently. to a report that he had brok- 
en with President Harding, was at 
odds with Secretary Hoover and in- 
tended to resign on March 4. 
Report Premature. 

Such a report, investigation shows, 
is premature. Fall and Harding are 
still very intimate friends both bo- 
litically and soeially. |

Fall are agreed upon the hecessity of | 
co-ordinating the administration of 


Alaska, and Hoover believes, as Fall 
does, that the work should come under 
the secretary of the interior.

Macon Minister Offers Rem- 
edy for Large Number 
of Separations. 


Macon, Ga., February 19.—(Spe- 
eial.)— From his pulpit in the First 
Baptist church tonight, the Rev. Dr. 
W. R. Owen, the pastor, declared 
that the guilty party in a divorce case 
should be given a jail sentence. 

“If a man steals $100 we put him 
in jail,” said Dr. Owen. “If he wrecks 
a home and breaks a heart and ruins 
the future life of children, we grant 
him or the wife a divorce, and he still 
is a leading citizen. Try a jail cure 
for both men and women who are 
guilty parties in divorce proceedings 
and divorces would have the same 
stamp of disgrace that obtained in 


other years.” 


Dr. Owen touched upon the local 
record of the divorce mill. He showed 
that in one year’s time the number 
of divorce cases that came before the 
superior court of Bibb county—Feb- 
ruary terms of 1921 and 1922—have 
fallen, off from 64 cases last year to 
34 cases this year. 

“I believe in some divorces being, 
granted,” said the minister. The New 
Testament teaches that for inf idęlity 
on the part of man or woman the in- 
nocent party has the right of divorce 
and remarriage. I think that for such

swallowed. In the intestine it has a 
further stimulating effect on the ge- 
cretion of pancreatic juice afld it con- 
tr:butes toward the absorption of di- 
gested material there. Furthermore, 
the presence of a fair amount of 
water stimulates peristalsis or on- 
ward movement of the material in the 
food tube. 

The water is absorbed from the in- 
testine by the capillaries or miero- 
scopic vessels in the wall of the in- 
testine and thus directly enters into 
the circulation. This absorption oc- 
curs in part in the small intestine 
and in part in the large inte ine. 
Little else than water is absorbed 
into the blood from the large intes- 
tine. No one need worry about what 
may be absorbed from the colon; let 
everyone drink not less than two 
duarts of water qnily and make sure 
of absorbing therefrom one good all- 
around tonic, 

A great many people have learned 
by experience the salubrity of a gen- 
‘trous drink of hot water on rising 
each morning, a habit especially to be 
commended to elderly persons of 
spare build. Stout and younger per- 
sons had better take their internal 
morning shower eool or cold. 

Some of the water absorbed into the 
dirculation is retained in the various 
tissues, replacing the water set free 
by the oxidation of those tissues in 
the ordinary course of metabolism or 
life. Most of ‘the water is imme- 
diately eliminated through the lungs 
ns water vapor in the expired air, 
through the skin as the water of per- 
spiration, through the kidneys and 
through the intestine. It does not 
become a burden or strain to these 
organs; on the contrary the presence 
cf plenty of water assists each of the 
excretory functiohs mentioned. 

Drink a pint of water with every 
meal and at least a pint apart from 
meals. In hot weather or when you 
are very active physically, of course 
the daily intake of water should be 
very much greater than that. But 
two quarts of water dailv is the min- 
imum essential for health.

Wether a bonus bill with a sales 
tax attached could be put through the 
house still seemed to be a moot ques- 
tion, some leaders declaring that the 
situation in this respect was one de- 
fying analysis at this time, Mean- 
time, farm organisations continued 
their attack on this tax. Gray Silver, 
Washington representative of the 
American Farm Bureau federation, ad- 
dressed a letter to each member of 
congress protesting against it.

tax would only mean further burden 
upon the average individual and when 
we stop to consider that the average 
ineome of each man, woman and child 
in this country whose income is below 
the income tax level is only $333 a 
year, the American Farm Bureau fed- 
eration believe it would be a rank in- 
justice to raise further revenue for 
the soldiers’ bonus by this method.

Beets are good. But they may be 
made better. 

That is to say, the skillful cook can 
prepare most unusual and interesting 
things from a vegetable that other less 
skilled cooks look upon as monotonous 
and tiresome. : | 

Here are some of ths things to do 
with beets: 

Try pickled beets like this: Boil 
the beets and slice them; then place 
in an earthern dish or jar in clear, 
cold vinegar with a few pepper corns. 
The beets may be used the next day 
8 keep well for a number of 

ays. 

Or baked beets: Wash well, but do 
not break the skin. Put into a baking 
tin with little hot water. When ten- 
der, peel, slice and serve with oil and 
lemon juice, pepper and salt, or but- 
ter, pepper and salt. 

Or beet chowder: One quart chop- 
ped cooked beets, one quart chopped 
raw cabbage, one cup ground horse- 
radish, two cups sugar, one table- 
spoon vinegar, one-half cup water. 
Combine these in the order given and 
bring to a boil. Then add one tea- 
spoon cornstarch moistened with cold 
water. Cook until clear. This makes 
N sauce for warmed-over 
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ts. 

Or beet and endive salad: Sepa- 
rate endive, clean, drain and chill. Cut 
cold boiled beets into small fancy 
shapes. Arrange pieces of endive 
through beet rings on lettuce leaves, 
allowing two leaves, two bunches of 
endive in rings and five shapes for 
each portion, For the dressing mix 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon of pepper, a few grains of 
cayenne, two tablesoons of vinegar. 
four tabelspoons of olive oil and three 
tabelspoons of chopped walnut meats.

There are a number of ways of get- 
ting your opponent off his hauds and 
knees, and among these is the hold 
known as the further arm.“ executed 
in this manner: 

You, who are the man on the de- 
fense, let us suppose, are on your 
hands and knees at the side of your 
opponent and fa@ing him. The i- 
tion is shown on the left side of the 
above picture. Slip your left arm 
under your opponent’s chest, get a 
firm hold on his left arm—the fur- 
ther arm’—near the elbow. Thrust 
your right arm under his chin and 
grasp his further arm with your right 
hand. 

Pull your opponent's further arm 
towards you. As you do so, bear 
against his side with your body. As 
a result of having oue arm-brace 
pulled from under him, and your 
weight bearing against him, your 


man should topple over on hia side, 


If you should happen to be the man 


on the defense, and your opponent at- 
tempts a further arm on you, be 
quicker than he and do not allow him 
to secure a firm grip. There ‘is no 
regular break for the further arm 
once it has been secured.

Eugene Criqui is called “The Knockout King of France.” A few 
days ago a cable dispatch from Europe told that Criqui had knocked 
out Charles Ledoux in the first round of a twenty-rotind bout in Paris. 
Criqui was flyweight and Ledoux bantamweight champion of France. 

Everyone in America knows that Charles Ledoux was one of the 
greatest bantams in the world before the war, and that in the war he 
established a heroic record. : 

Twice Ledoux was gassed. Once a big German shell fell on a dug- 
out just over his head, and Ledoux, dug from the debris an hour later, 
was laid out for burial when signs of life was discovered. Again he 
was wounded in action in a bayonet charge. In the outrage of Thiau- 
mont he was one of seventeen survivors out of 180 of his command 
in the charge. 

Twice he Was marked for retirement, 
but each time he got back to the front, 
and he served through the war from be- 
ginning to end, being mustered out 
when it was over. Then he went back 
to boxing, but his wounds and the 
strain of four years’ of active service 
had taken the best part of his life. 
He never recovered all of his former 
speed and hitting power. 

But what Americans don’t know is 
Criqui's record. 

Oh, yes, Eugene Criqui did a little 
fighting in the war, too. 

He fought through it to the end, like 
Ledoux. 

He won the Croix de Guerre and the 
Medaille Militaire, so it’s evident Cri- 
qui saw active service. 

In one battle Criqui was struck 
in the mouth by a bullet, which blew 
out his teeth and carried away part | 
of his jaw. The surgeons built him 
a new jaw of steel composition, And 
now Criqui is “knockout king“ and 
bantamweight champion of Europe. 

After the war Criqui took up boxing 
again and went to Australia, where 
he knocked out a lot of the best men 
in his class, including one or two of 
our Filipino fighters. He is one of 
the cleverest of the French fighters, 
and a terrific hitter.

The 
income tax on corporations for 1921 
is at the rate of 10 per cent of the 
net income subject to tax. For 1922 
and subsequent 2 as provided by 
the revenue act of 1921, the income

un ascertaining net income subject 
to the income (normal) tax, the cor- 
poration is allowed certain specific 
eredits, which include (1) the amount 
of war and excess profits tax imposed 
by the United States for the same

upon obligations of the United States 


(and bonds of the war finance corpo- 
ration, which has been included in 
gross income. A specific credit of 


ls 000 is also allowed corporations 
| whose net income for 1921 was $25,000 


or less. Under the revenue act of 
1918, this exemption was sores all 
corporations regardless of the amount 
of net income. The act provides that 
if the net incume is more than $25,000, 
the normal tax shall not exceed the 
tax which would be payable if the 
$2,000 credit was allowed, plus the 
amount. of the net income in excess of 


* 
Excess Profits Tax. 

The excess profits tax is computed 
on the basis of the relation of net 
income to the invested capital of the 
corporation, as defined by section 326 
of the revenue act of 1921. This 
tax is in addition to the normal in- 
come tax of 10 per cent. It is based 
on the net income above a specific ex- 
emption of 33,000 and 8 per cent of 
the invested capital for the taxable 
year, these amounts being knbwn as 
excess profits credits. The rates are 
the same as for 1920, 20 per cent of 
the net income in excess of the excéss 
profits credits and not in excess of 20 
per cent of the invested capital of 
the taxable year (known as first brack- 
et) and 40 per cent of the net income 
in excess of 20 per cent of the invested 
capital (second bracket). Invested 
capital for the taxable year is the 
capital actually paid in for stock out- 
standing, including the paid-in surplus 
and earned surplus or profits earned 
prior to the taxable year, which have 
not been distributed. The term in- 
vested capital” does not include bor- 
rowed capital. 

Invested capital embraces two class- 
es of assets; those known as “‘admis- 
sible assets” and those known as in- 
admissible assets.“ Admissible assets 
are those which produce income that 
is subject to income tax. Inadmissi- 
ble assets are those (other than ob- 
ligations of the United States) which 
produce income that is exempt from 
income taxation. For example, cash, 
real estate, bills receivable and other 
tangible assets, which produce income 
that is subject to the income tax are 
admissible assets. Assets such as 
stocks and state or municipal bonds 
which produce income that is exempt 
— income tax are inadmissible as- 
sets 

Deductions From Investments. 


The revenue act of 1921 requires. 


that all corporations having inadmis- 
sible assets must deduce from invest- 
ec! capital “a percentage thereof equal 
to the percentage which the amount 
of inadmissible assets is of the total 
amount of admissible and inadmisible 
assets held during the taxable year.’ 
For example, the total assets of a 
corporation for 1921 was $200,000, of 
which $150,000 was in inadmissible 
assets and $50,000 in admissible as. 
sets. The average invested capital 
was $80,000 Applying the above 
rule, * 1 capital must be re- 
duced by 75 per cent (the percentage 
‘of the E recite assets $150, 

‘to the total assets, $200,000). The 
vadueed invested capital, therefore, 
will be $80,000 (the invested capital) 
less $60,000 (75 per cent of the in- 
vested capital) or $20,000. Where a 
corporation’s in come is reported on a 
cash receipts and disbursements basis, 
acerued items cannot be taken into 
consideration in computing its invest- 
ed capital. 

The payment of a stock dividend 
has no effect upon the amount of in- 
yeated capital. The capitalization of 
current earnings does not increase the 
invested capital. Appreciation in 
good will and tangible pr 1 de- 
termined by an appraisal against 
which a stock dividend was issued can 
not be allowed as invested capital. 
The value of tangible property paid 
In for stock or shares in an amount 
as limited by section 326 of the reve- 
nue act of 1921 may be included in 
invested capital. 

The revenue act of 1921 provides 
that every corporation, joint stock 
company, association and insurance 
company not specifically exempt, shall 
file a return. There shall be in- 
cluded in the return a statment which 
will enable the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue to determine the for- 
tion of the earnings or profits (tax- 
able or nontaxable) accumulated dur- 
ing the taxable year for which the 
return is made, which have been dis- 
tributed or ordered to be distributed 
to its stockholders during such year. 

New Provision. 

A new and important provision of 
the revenue act of 1921 is that where 
a corporation is formed or availed 
of to prevent the imposition of a 
surtax upon its stockholders by per- 
mitting its profits to accumulate in- 
atead of being distributed as divi- 
dends, it may be subject. to a tax of 
2 per cent in addition to the normal 
tax of 10 per cent imposed on cor - 
gene The stockholders, how- 

er, may agree with the commission- 
er of internal revenue that the prof · 
its of the corporation shall be charged 
to them in the same manner as the 
distributive share of the partners, and 
puy the tax as partners. When the 
corporation is a mere holding compa- 
by or its profits accumulate beyond 
the normal needs of its business, this 
shall be prima facie evidence of a 
purpose to escape the surtax. A rea- 
scnadle accumulation of surplus, how- 
ever, is permitted. 

Returns must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue for the dis- 
trict in which the corporation’s prin- 
cipal place of business is located. Cor- 
porations must file their returns on 
the basis of their existing accounting 
period which is established as the 12- 
month period ending December or 
8 n the last day of some month
